First Rid Needed
For Snake Bite =

In Southern California, the
only poisoncus snakes that need
be considered are. those of the
rattler family, among them be-
ing the westein diamond back,
red rattler, bleached rattler, side-
winder or horned rattler, and
the Pacific or hlack rattler. The
maximum distance a snake can
strike is three-quarters of its
length when it'is faeing its ob-
jective, but it can strike, in any
direction for shorter distances.
In most instances, this snake
will give the ‘characteristic rat-
tle warning before he strikes:
Sucaessful ‘treatment of snake
bite always depends on prompt

tourniquet a few inches. above
the bite. Make a cross-cut in-
cision at each fang mark, using
a gharp, clean knife or razor
blade and cut all the way
through the skin. Suction should
be applied over the incisions
either by mouth, if there are no
